After building five or aix 
armoured cruisers of the Aurora class, the 
Admiralty evnsed to build that costly type and 
adopted. the protected ornisor. Séiie-of tho 
Powors, meanwhile, continued to build armonred 
orulsera, and ultimately the Admiralty found 


themselves obliged to revert to that class of |. 
ship. They may have delayed rather too long |" 


in so doing, but it ix perfectly obvious that the 
commeree of thia country cannot be protected 
mainly by cruisers that coat nearly as much to 
build as battleships. Tt is even open to question 
if wo need possess as many armoured cruisers 
as the Dual Allisuce, although’ a decided 
preponderance of ships of this type might give 
tho allies same advantage. : 

‘After all, however, tho point to be remem- 
bered ia the excessive cost of armoured cruisers 
and their inability to “lio in the line” of battle. 
The Cresey'and her sisters, asya the Bforning 
Post, ave almost worthy of being pat “in the. 
line.” We concede tho “ slmost” for what 
itmay be worth. It is a dangerous doctrine 
to toll the-public that a captain in command of 
a Cresay: should faco a foreign batileship. Ho 
eannot reasonably be expected to do so, The 
days when sheer British plack and eearmanship 
‘enabled an inferior.ship to attack a superior 
have probably gone for over. 
‘aud speed are now tho factors that decide 
victory. The hnman element, though still very 
important, caunot compensate for weakgess in 
qualities. Recognising this, 
aval officers sometimes appear to the public 
to be demanding a greater margin of sea power 
than did their -predecossors. The greater 
musrgin is, in fact, needful.—Naval & Military 
Recor: 5

The decision has been handed down by the 
Law Officer, Division of Insular Affairs of the 
‘War Department, P.I., and transmitted to ther 
Commission, of the potition of Messra. Hopkins 
and Hopkins, counsel at Washington for the 
Hongkong snd Shanghai Banking Corporation, 
protesting against the Act No. 53 of the Taft 


‘Commission regarding the Banks and the ]- 


currency. The Law Officer arrives at the 
conolusion that the law does not contravene 
the established principles by which. proporty 
jnterests aro protected in the United States, 
which was the basis of the. protést, ond tho 
Secretary of War . has concurred in, this 
conclusion, ~ 

The Bank's protest, which was made: on 
February 18, objected to Section 1 of Act 53, 
which iz as follows:— = 

“Section I. Every bank of doposit in the 
Philippine Islands shall accept deposits both in 
the money of the United States and in Moxican 
-or other locat currency, and shall honor cheques 
drawn on or repay auch deposits in the kind of 
‘money in which they were made.” ; 

Tho objections set forth by Messrs. Hopkins 
and Hopkins were:— : = 

1. That banks doing business in territory 
affectod by said Act are, by the provisions of 
‘Section 1, deprived of their property «without 
due process of law. ; 

2, That.the provisions of section. impose 
peer meres 2 the rights of contract 

] ebaok.  - 

Objection ia faken at the penalty imposed for 
a bank manager who violates these requirements, 
including $5,000 and one year. It is stated 
that “the actin question is a monaco to the 
entire: tanking system of the Philippine 
Archipelago, and will tend to create, marked 
feeling of distrust in the home government.”, 
In view of all these-things, says the Manila 
Times, the Secretary of War's disapproval of 
the Act wes urged. 

Mr. Ches. E, Magoon, the Law Officer of 
the: Division of Insular Affairs, in ro rting 
his conclusions on the case to the War Depart- 
mont, rehearses the conditions and the purposes 
of the Commission in passing what. he defines 
(from tho, Commiission’s report) as “ remedial 
atatnta, intended (1) to prevent discrimination 
against the currency ofthe United States, 
and (2) to'remedy an evil resulting or anticipat- 
ad from the export of Mexican silver -coins 
from the Philippines to China.” The Mexican 
dollar was the principal medium of exchange 

rior to the “American occupation, when it 

came unecessary to establish a fixed ratio 
betwean the ‘two currencies. Upen request of 
the Manila Banks on Feb, 39, 1898, the military 
government allowed the importation of Mexican 
dollars duty free, and in order to sarist in the 
endeavour to increase the money supply and 
maintain the ratio, deposited in the benks

‘The importation of Mericans was. profitable, 
fixed ratio deprived them: of opportunities 
for securing temporary, benefits from epocula- 
tive profits, and Commission reported that 
the banks did not co-operate with the Military 
Government in that matter, bat left it to sustain’ 
the burden alone.’

But Tottenham 
might easily alsp produce the crack bataman of 
the season in Charlie MeGahey, who once upon. 
a timo, as the fairy storie: begin, used to play 
back for the ’Spura, Indeod, thore, is no doubt 
that the Prosidont of yearsago, Mr. Jack Oliver, 
who was then supported by McGahey, Ralph 
Bullock, of-Liverpool,-and Perey Perrin, another 
Essox cricketor, did much to build the Hotspur 
Football Club: But his elab crickct.was 80 
excellent that he was-introduced by an athmirer 
to Mr. C. BK. Green, the old Uppingham: boy, 
who has played for Cambridge University and 
Middlesex, and mada Exsox. uss the word 
“mude” advisedly, for if there had been no’ Mr. 
C. I. Green there would havo been no Essex 
county in the:championship.. Mc@ahey’s per- 
formances with Tottenham were xo good that 
in his 24rd year he was given a place in the 
Essex eloven, and ho has’ retained it ever 
‘since, in apite of somawhat delicate health, 
for soveral times has Mr. Green, who is the 
chairman of the Orient. Stenmship Company, 
sent McGahey on 2 yoya; rolia in the.

Leicestershire, and 87 against Lancashire..

They ulways seem to be finding fresh’ cricket- 
ers in Australian, A young medical student, 
L..0.-S: Péidovin, has come out atthe top of 
the averages there, both in inter-state and 
first, grade matches, for his'figures are 60.71 a4 
against $7.11 by Noble, 58.55 by Tramper, und 
53.45 by Frank Tredale. Like so many more 
of Austialia’s great cricketers, Poidevin’s first 
appearance was made in public school ‘matches, 
ho and hia now more famous fellow schoolboy 


Victor Trumpor (both were students at Crown'}. 


8t, School, Sydney) having played, togother 

in many games. Only a matter of six years 

ago Poidevin commenced to play in clab cricket, 
and for.s couplé of seasons he was very success- 

ful, At that tims, owing to some peculiar 

whim, “ Poidy". {as he is familiarly called on 
and off the field) would not play in ‘the 

Ele storate ‘competitions, but- stuck to tho 
ydnwy "Varsity team, and it was while with 
the University that his name first began ‘to be 
bruited about as one of tho most pro- 

inising youngsters in New South Wales. 
At. length “sho was persuaded to join 
the more important Redfern club, and for 
the past two seasons he has been 2 very useful 
member of this Electorate team. So woll. did 
he perform with the bat indeed that New South 
Wales cried out for his selection. in what was 
then inter-eolonial vricket. -But he was not 
selected till ufter Federation was an accomplish- 
ed fact, and his first appoarance was made in the 
inter-state witch with: South Australia in 
Janyary of. the present year—a match which 
has made so great amark in cricket history a3 
having produced the record score in’ firat class 
cricket. Poidevin’s remarkable exhibition in 
this. important match ia full fresh in the 
memory; so fresh indeed as to barely need 
repetition. Briefly, then, he added to the many 
records taen established hy himself, creating 4 
record score of 140 (not out) for a first appear- 
ance in Inter-state cricket, and while he was 
compiling these runs he gave but one very 
doubtful chance ot pojut, when he had put 
together S0. As a bat Poidevin is interesting ; 
he is, very cautions, and tskes no liberties 
except with loose and tired bowliig; but 
his’ chief ‘strength. lied in. his defence, 
reminding one of Albert Ward, Ha ‘is essen- 
tially a.driver, aud on this. stroke he 
is very powerful ; especially is he fond of driving 
hurd to the off, and he ploys naturally with the 
full face of the bat.
